This second version of the Bible in}English, by its literary and. typographical importance, will always retain the place 
it has taken, as one of the most necessary foundations to an English library. It is known to have been printed abroad 
by Grafton and Whitechurch ; though the town has not been ascertained, the majority of bibliographers favour Paris as 
the most likely. John Rogers, the first martyr in Queen Mary’s reign, was responsible for the variations and emenda- 
tions to Tyndale’s and Coverdale’s first English version, and he superintended the whole publication under the assumed 
name of Mathew. To find a perfect copy is a matter almost impossible, excepting the few in our great Public Libraries.

The historic Prison and Court House has probably no pictorical display of superior merit to this compilation, made 
by Mr. Herbert P. Horne. From his youth he had facilities, acquired from relationship with high officials, that enabled 
him to carry his project far beyond such success as would satisfy the most enthusiastic of collectors. For instance, the 
Crace Collection, richer, perhaps, than any in this particular class, lacks several that are here. And, of course, Mr, Horne’s 

_ original drawings and plans aid still further in bestowing a unique importance, being of certain places and objects of the 
interior not otherwise graphically recorded, as The Chapel, Bird Cage Walk, Flogging Block, Anvil, Chains, 
Pinions, Axe, etc. The Prints range from every prospect of the exterior, to the most minute details ‘of the inside, and 
comprise Portraits of the more notorious inmates, and pictures of Execution Scenes, Criminal Incidents, Tortures, Whip- 
ping in the Old Bailey, and Scenes at famous Trials, etc. Besides these, there are several rare Broadsides, recording 
Confessions, Trials, etc., with woodcuts, and some cuttings from the Gentleman’s Magazine and other papers.

the prayers will not be lost on those who have any interest in the religious thoughts and occupations of our forefathers. 
A heading which is prefixed to some devotions to the Passion runs: ‘‘ yf ye be in any temptacion or in any tribulacion 
or in any maner of angwyse go before y cros and prey....deuoutely the v. woundes and thynke how he was peyned for 
you And than sey this orison.’’ We learn, too, that they who recited kneeling St. Bede’s prayers De septem verbis xti 
in cruce pendentis were protected against evil from man or devil, and would not die unconfessed ; and during thirty days 
before death they would see the glorious Virgin Mary preparing to aid them in their last hour. The miniatures are full 
of individuality ; witness those of St. Christopher, St. Mary Magdalen, the beautiful Passion series (Our Lord’s con- 
demnation, scourging, cross-bearing, deposition and entombment), a funeral in Church and the journey to Heaven of 
two souls conducted thither by SS. Mary and Lawrence. Gold and gorgeous colours are plentifully employed, the former 
being commonly reserved for the burnished background. Beautiful foliage and flowers suffice for the border decoration 
along with the fine penwork of the scrolls from which they spring. The text is one of the finest, and the long roll of 
ints in the Litany is adorned in blue and gold with whole columns of scrolled initials. From the first letter of the 
endar, whose leaves are bright and erisp after 500 years, to the last or St. Jerome’s psalter, with which the volume 
oses, the book brims with interest- a very well of delight for one who opens it in a spirit of discriminate reverence for 
the highest aspirations of the past which here found such eloquent expression.

This charming book still rejoices in virgin freshness, for time has handed it down mellowed indeed but unsullied. 
The neatness of its text, its brilliant scheme of decoration, and the perfection of its arrangement seize the attention at 
once. The graceful tendrils woven into border spaces, the glint and glow of saintly aureoles, and the gilded lines on 
angel’s wings , the soft suggestions of distant landscapes, the pose of the figure, and the beauty of devout scenes—these 
make a feast of colour, dainty for all its magnificence, and spread on creamy sheets of the most delicate vellum. Beautiful 
too is the old binding stamped in columns with ‘‘ Agnus Dei” and bordered with small floral panels, the whole in rich 
russet brown leather. And to add yet another attraction, the book bears traces of long ownership by a certain Parisian 
family whose head was Raymond Bourgeoys, procureur en parlement, marchant et bourgeois. ‘The fly-leaves have served 
as a family register, and a younger Raymond has written his will on a spare page or two later on.

This Livre d’ Heures de Laon is quite a treasury of art, with many quaint features at once endearing it to the collector. 
To go no further than the calendar, rich in domestic scenes and gems in the way of blue landscapes and florally suggestive 
@. is to realise the truth of the assertion : and continued inspection confirms it. These few leaves are, every one of 






are full of colour, and yet not in the least irritating to the sensitive eye. Such gay flowers and berries 
e humble sort as one sees in an old fashioned garden bed, are reproduced in the beautiful variegated borders, 
which are peopled besides with the queerest combinations of life imaginable, or here and there a reflective sage con- 
ning his book on the grass, or perhaps a spirited cock-fight for a change. The miniatures, equally remarkable, are 
wonderfully devout, rich in effect, yet deliciously mellow, the most uncommon subjects occurring, as illustrating the Office 
of the Dead, e.g., the delivery of souls from purgatory, and Job receiving his comforters. In two of the borders we meet 
with heraldic shields, the same repeated ; and the French devotions which fill the spare pages include a short treatise on 
preparation for confession, very much to the point.

The high level of artistic excellence with which the text begins, is never deflected from throughout its course, and the 
entire decorative scheme is characterised by the utmost refinement and inventive resource. The first full-page miniature 
(that of St. John) has in the margin the scene of his sufferings as well as his emblematic portrait, the remaining space being 
filled in with a deftly grouped arrangement of flowers (violets, columbine, etc.), and is fairly typical of those which 
follow. The historiated initials enclose portraits of St. Sebastian, St. Nicholas, St. Katherine, and many other popular 
Saint, exquisitely delineated. The book is in short a happy specimen of fine French scriptorial and illuminative art. Its 
interest gains by the insertion on the final leaves of a family register of Charles de Sassity and Francoise de Buvigny, 
1540-54. The page facing the Calendar bearsa coat-of-arms, surmounted by a kneeling knight.

A bijou manuscript of uncommon beauty, owing its chief attraction to its set of exquisitely painted sacred scenes, and 
the delicate floral borders within which they are framed. The last of the series, representing a group of friars, frocked in 
brown, shot with gold, standing before an altar and a bier draped in black, is perhaps more effective than any ; yet the 
picture of the Visitation with its two finely drawn figures and distant view has claims almost as high. The portraits of 
St. Anthony, St. Sebastian, St. George, and St. Christopher, are also remarkable for unusual treatment. Though brilliant 
in a high degtee, there is never a suspicion of mere gaudiness in these lovely adornments.

An uncommon manuscript in every way, probably the property originally of an English nunnery (judging from the 
abnormally long list of ‘‘ Virgines, viduz et continentes” invoked in the Litany). An inscription in the middle of the 
volume, ‘‘ Alban Plumtre anes yis boke god make him good man,” makes us acquainted with a change of proprietorship. 
There are other unmistakably English points about it, the prayer to and the commemoration of St. Thomas a Becket for 
instance (their obliteration has been carried out in a very half-hearted way), and the devotions of St. Bede to the Passion, 
which occur at the end. The miniatures and floral borders are exceedingly characteristic, although they hardly claim to 
be included among the best examples of English illuminative art. The historiated initials enclose figures of St. John the 
Baptist, St. John the Divine, St. Thomas (Canterbury), St. George. St. Christopher, St. Anne, St. Mary Magdalen, St. 
Katherine, St. Barbara, and St. Margaret. The manuscript has suffered comparatively little; its margins are ample and 
still fair, and its general condition is thoroughly sound.

Similar excellence may be ascribed to the seven saintly figures which follow 
it. In no single instance is the conception ordinary or commonplace, and though ancient methods are to some extent 
discarded, the old piety is still expressed. The book begins with certain domestic prayers, and its latter pages contain 
many invocations of no little quaintness, special litanies, etc. The names of Franciscan and Dominican Saints (St. Ber- 
nardine, for instance, and St. Vincent Ferrer) occur in the calendar, which, by the way, is beautifully fresh, and decorated 


at the head of each month with the double letters KL in blue and gold, and fine pen work in red. The book is Z- 
mentary, but the remainsof its former perfection, still most attractive, have been fittingly enclosed in an admirable bi a
